GOV. McKINLEY WIRES 


NEW MADRID OFFICERS, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 14.— 
The first intimation received by Gov. 
McKinley today that there was further 
rioting at Henderson Mounds last night 
was contained in the telegram of the 
Post-Dispatch to its correspondent. He 
immediately wired Robert Rutledge, 
Prosecuting Attorney of New Madrid 
County, instructing him to take prompt 
measures to protect life and. property 
and enforce the laws. A similar tele- 
gram was sent to Sheriff T. E. Henry, 
and a wire was also sent to C. J. De- 
laney of the Cooperage company, ad- 
vising- him of the instructions to the 
Prosecuting Attorney and Sheriff. 

The following letter, dated at Hough, 
Mo., Sept. 12, and received by Gov. Mc- 
Kinley this morning, gives the first full 
explanation of the trouble from the 
standpoint of the company: 

“Hen. J. W. Folk, Governor State of 
Missouri, Jefferson City: 
“Dear Sir—The Owen-Delaney 

and Lumber Co., who are located at 
this point, have been unable to secure 
white labor to work in certain depart- 
ments of their plant, as the tempera- 
ture there ranges from 120 to 140 Fahr- 
enheit. The men in their employ peti- 
tioned them to bring in four negroes 
to do the work. 

“This company owns some 4000 acres 
of iimber land here and they are doing 
everything In their power 
this part of the county, Mr. Delaney, 
vice-president and general manager of 
said company, brought in five negroes 
to do this work that white men are un- 
able to do, 

“The negroes arrived yesterday and 
last night about 9 o'clock four men 
called Mr. Delaney out of his house. 
threatening not only the life of the ne- 
groes, but also the life of Mr. Delaney, 
unless we sent the negroes back. 

“Now the Owen-Delaney Stave and 
Lumber Co, have a great deal of money 
invested at this point and as secretary

We sent 
a man with a dispatch to the Sheriff 
of this county, requesting him to depu-

These men are very tough characters, 
the most of them escaped convicts, and 
I plead with you in behalf of the town 
to have your deputies act in this mat-

He 
had been. drinking, he said, and did not 
remember meeting Policeman McDer- 
mott later in the evening, but said that 
MeDermodtt told him next morning that 
he had chased him home. He did not 
remember being chased home, he said. 

Policeman McDermott’s testimony is 
desired and for that reason the case 
was continued, 

Women Tell of Attack. 

Policeman Scheller of the Fourth Dis- 
trict said that he had met Lydon on 
the street Sunday morning, after going 
to the house and being told that he was 
not at home. Lydon told him, he sald, 
that he did not know whether he had 
been in trouble the evening before or 
not, that he had just come out to see. 
He was drinking for the first time in a 
year, he said, and was not in condition 
to remember what he had done. 

Mrs. oward, who is 45 years of age, 
said that she and her daughter were 
near Fourteenth street, on Washington 
avenue, when she felt some force jam 
her head against that of her daughter. 
As her head was bumped again and 
again, she said, she realized that a 
hand was held against the side of her 
face. She jerked loose and _ whirled 
around. she said, and the assailant then 
struck her daughter in the face, knock- 
ing her into the street. She screamed, 
she said, and the man ran. 

Miss Howard is 2% years old. She 
appeared in court with a badly bruised 
lip, caused, said, by the blow of 
their assailant’s fist. 

Bumped Three Times. 

“T got a better look at him than 
mamma did,” she said. “He is that 
young man there (indicating Lydon). I 
heard somebody walking behind us and 
when he got quite close I took hold of 


mamma’s arm s0 that we could move 
over and let him pass. Just before | 
did. that I looked over my shoulder 
and saw him piainly.

FAIR GROUNDS, PORTLAND, Ore.. 
Sept. 14.—Not since th evisit of Vice- 
President Fairbanks has any man been 
given such an ovation as that given 
Gov. Folk today., He was greeted by 
un immense crowd upon his arrifal in 
Portland yesterday afternoon and at 
the Exposition gsyounds today he has 
been surrounded by a great throng. 
Throughout the Northwest the papers 
today have announced that Gov. Folk 
will be a candidate for President. In 
reply to questions he has invariably re- 
plied: ‘I am looking after the business 
of the State of Missouri.” 

Goy. Folk and his staff arrived yes- 
terday afternoon, having been delayed 
by heavy rains. Last night they were 
entertained at a dinner given by the 
New York commissioners, where the 
work of Gov. Folk was lauded so much 
that it became embarrassing to yhim. 
The most glowing tribute to Missouri's 
Governor and his work was paid by 
Rabbi Wise of this city, who  prac- 
tically put him in the race for the 
presidency with or without. his con- 
sent. 

Missouri Day is proving to be one of 
the most successful of all the’ State 
days at the Fair. Missourians from all 
over the Northwest came in large num- 
bers and at the informal reception giv- 
en by the Fair commissioners in honor 
Oi- the Governor the capacity of the 
butiding was taxed to the utmost. 

it is evident that Oregon and sur- 
rounding states have been peopled in a 
large measure by Missourians. They 
have come by the thousands to attend 
Missouri Day and with the increased 
attendance of those who came to see 
Missourt’s Governor, the attendance is 
Greater than it has been on any day 
with the exception, possibly, of that 
When Vice-President Fairbanks was 
here. 

Folk Praises Oregon. 

In his address at the reception today 
Gov. Folk made no reference to the 
presidency. He praised Oregon and 
spoke in high terms of the Exposition. 
At the banquet given by the Missouri 
commissioners tonight about 200 guests 
will be seated. Among them several 
gOvernors of surrounding States. Many 
of the ‘Exposition officials and distin- 
guished citizens of this and other 
Slates. 

Portiand newspapers have announced 
that Gov. Folk intends to start. his 
boom for the presidency on_the occasion 
of his visit here, but the Governor has 
no sucn intention, judging spice ail ne 
has said since his arriv 
Asked about it for Seioeourl news- 
papers, the Governor said he was look- 
ing after the business of the State and 
not running for any office.

INDIANAPOLIS. Ind., Sept. 4— 
Charging that David B. Sherrick, Aud- 
itor of State, is guilty of “a plain and 
niexcusable violation of the law and a 
gross betrayal of public trust’ in the 
investment of “trust funds belonging to 
the State in private affairs of his own,”’ 
Gov. Hanly today entered an executive 
order declaring that, by reason of the 
embeazlement of public funds, the of- 
fice of State Auditor was declared va- 
cant, and announcing further that he 
had offered the poistion of State Aud- 
itor to Warden Bigler of Wabash. 


According to Gov. Hanly’s statement 
he agked Shcrrick for his resignation 
three thes, and up to noon today the 
resignation had not been forthcoming, 
hence the order declaring the vacancy 
was made. Mr. Sherrick could not be 
seen at noon today. 

According to the correspondence that 
pussed between the Governor and Mr. 
Sbherrick and the statement issued by the 
Governor today, the State Auditor is. in 
effect, indebted to the State to the ex- 
tent of $145,000 in round numbers. 

The churge is that.the Auditor loaned 
funds of the State to private individuals 
and that these individuals, when pressed 
for s@ttlement recently, could not make 
them. The firm of, J. H. Murry & Co., 
hardwood lumber dealers, is concerned 
in these loans to the amount of about 
$50.000, all indorsed by Willard 8S. Wick- 
ar’ the treasurer of the company.

Coroner Baron said that no one in the 
Coroner's office had any knowledge of 
Holimann's death until the matter was, 
brought to their attention last Satur- 
dav by the son, Hermann.

“It is a serious matter to exhume a 
body forthe purpose of finding traces 
of poison or fractured skull, and until 
{ am satisfied that there is sufficient 
evidence I will not undertake the task. 
Chief of Police Kiely is at work on the 
case and I expect a report from him in 
a very short time.”

INDIANOLA, Ind., Sept. 14.—Four 
men were killed, six were seriously in- 
jured and a cozen more were stunned 
by a bolt of. lightning which wrecked a 
crowded poultry exhibition tent at the 
county fair here this morning. 

The tent wa owded at the time by 
people who had gone into it to escape 
the rain, which was responsible for the 
large loss of life in the disaster. The 
lightning bolt struck the tentpole and 


split it wide open, the lightning radiat- 
ing over the tent and tearing it into 
shreds. 

Four of the occupants were instantly 
killed, half a dozen burned perhaps 
fatally and a dozen Rien jon women and 
children were stunned. 

Thousands of chickens in the coops 
were killed. Rescuing parties went at 
once to work and cleared the wreckage 
of human bodies. The dead were re- 
moved at once to the undertaking par- 
lors and those dying to the hospitals. 
Physicians were called and sent from 
Des Moines.

FINDS LIFE PRODUCER. 


Prof. Loeb Announces That Hé Has 
Made Another Discovery. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14.—Prof. 
Loeb of the physiology department of 
the University of California, announces 
that he has made another discovery in 
regard to creating artificial generation 
of life in eggs of the sea urchin and 
starfish. 

He states that certain substance in 


the egg is exuded at the moment of 
fertilization, and that this forms the 
“fertilization membrane.’’ So long 


this substance remains in the egg it is 
not capable of fertilization. Any chem- 
ical which will drive out this substance 
and form membrane will produce life in 
the egg. Prof. Loeb found that star- 
fish eggs are worked upon by salt solu- 
tions precisely as sea urchin eggs are. 
Up to the time of fertilization starfish 
eggs require oxygen for their develop- 
ment, but when mature they soon died 
under the action of oxygen unless they 
receive the male element. AS s00n as 
eggs are fertilized they thrive by ex- 
posure to oxygen. Prof. Loeb believes 
that his latest discovery will aid him 
greatly in the artificial production of 
life.

DECLARE WAR ON 
UNCLEAN DAIRIES 


Six Unsani Places De- 
clared Nuisances by E. St. 
L. Health Board. 


The Board of Health of East St. Louis 
has declared war on unsanitary dairies. 

Two months ago what is known as 
the pure milk ordinance was passed by 
the City Council, empowering the Board 
of Health to inspect dairies and take 
appropriate action concerning them. This 
the board has done, with the result that 
at Wednesday's meeting the Schrand, 
Worth, Weber, Schneider, Metgcker and 
Banner dairies were declared nuisances 
and ordered abated at once. 

If the owners of these dairies shall 
begin to clean up immediately and com- 
ply with the ordinance they will be al- 
lowed to continue in business. They 
will be given 3 days in which to put 
their places in a sanitary condition, and 
may resume business at the end of that 
time if the Board of Health shall give 
permission. 

Other owners were warned of unsani- 
tary conditions prevailing in and around 
their dairies, and were instructed to 
clean up their places at once. 

The board found some of the stables 
in a very unsanitary condition. In the 
language Of the resolution passed, ‘‘the 
condition is horrid.’’ Some of the dairies 
have no milk room, and not even an 
icebox. In some the milk cans are 
never sc&ilded, and in some instances, 
not even washed. 

The board believes that cases of ty- 
phoid fever found near some of these 
dairies have been caused by the milk 
obtained there. 

The Board of Health consists of Drs. 
McBryan, Lillie, Zimmerman and 
Haan and Mayor Cook and City Clerk 
Willlams.

Commission Meets to Hear Re- 
sult of His Summer’s 
- Investigation, 


“PROCEED OR RESIGN” 


West End Business Men’s As- 
sociation to Present Resolu- 
tion Demanding Action. 


Members of the Bridge and Ter- 
minal Commission will meet Thursday 
afternoon in the office of Mayor Wells 
to consider plans to be suggested by 
the Mayor for the relief of the terminal 
situation. 

Mayor Wells’ plan was evolved dur- 
ing the summer, after conferences with‘ 
railroad officials and business men and 
study of the terminal system of other 
cities. 

The members of the commission are: 
Mayor Wells, chairman; Redmond S8. 
Colnon, J. D. Bascom, Hugh McKit- 
trick, Homer P.' Knapp, R. W. Shap. 
leigh, Robert H. Whitelaw and Andrew 
J. O'Reilly, President of the Board of 
Public Improvements. 

Messrs. Bascom, Knapp and MckKit- 
trick are out of the city. 

Among resolutions and petitions deal. 
ing with the terminal situation received 
by the commission was one adopted by 
the West End’ Business Men’s Associa- 
tien, and signed by Charles F. Ziebold, 
president, and Ed M. Wolff, secretary. 


The resolution calls on the members 


of the commission to “proceed to the 
performance of their duties, or resign. 
Arbitrary Asrelge 

The bridge arbitrary is deciared to be 
“a paralyzing incubus on our trade and 
business, which works an unjust and 
destroying discrimination, from’ which 
relief can only come through the erec- 
tion and maintenance of a free bridge.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Pries opened 
with an improving tendency noted on 
the Stock. Exchange today, although 
the demand was largely of a profes- 
sional and semi-professional character. 


The specialty list was still the center 
of the most active bul! tactics, but the 
high-priced rails also shared in the bet- 
terment to a considerable extent. 

Sentiment on American securities in 
London before the local opening was 
anr-arently improved as the range 
celved was generally higher. The rate 
of discount of the Bank of England is 
unchanged at 3 per cent, and this un- 
doubtedly had a beneficial effect, as in 
some quarters a further advance over 
that announced last week was eX- 
pected. 


Bank Forecast. 

It is estimated that up to the close of busi- 
ness yesterday the banks had lost to the sub- 
treasury $6,000,000, and early indications are 
that the coming bank statement will be a poor 
one. The movement of funds from the interior 
has not yet begun, but ‘it is possible that 
th> net result of both the local and the inte- 
rior transactions will be a cash loss of less 
than $6.000,000. It is almost too much to hope 
that this will be offset by a heavy decrease in 
loans, as there has bean no foundation in the 
stock market during the past week, advances 
being genera] throughout the Hist. There is 
very little news in the papers of special in- 
terest. The Chicago, Hamilton & Dayton Rall- 
road is figuring again in rumors of a deal, but 
there is nothing definite yet. The insurance 
investigation is being watched very closely and 
it is causing some uneasiness in the Wall 
street district. 


The Steel Trade. 


Reports from the leading steel and iron cen- 
ters are the most optimistic in the history of 
the trade, and al' branches of this important 
industry are perticipating In the appreciation 
noted. The steel rail market continues the 
strongest feature of the situation and the fol- 
lowing report of the Iron Age is well worth 
consideration: 

“The buying of steel rails has been contin- 
ued at an unprecedented rate. The mills have 
now booked directly for 1906 delivery fully 
1,300,000 tons of rails, and at least 200,000 
tons, ordered for this year, will have to be 
earried over, making the immense grand total 
of 1,500,000 tons already on .the books for 
next year. Among the sa’es of rails for the 
week were the following: Missouri Pacific, 
25,000; Ohicago & St. Paul, 10,000; Harriman 
lines, additional, 32,000; Wheeling & Lake 
Erie, 5000! Pennsylvania, 60,000. It is now 
apparent that the production of all kinds of 
rails in 19065 will exceed 2,500,000 tons, and 
that the production for 1906 wili be at least 
3,500,000 tons, or more than half a million 
in excess of any other year. The demand for 
structural steel is niuch stronger. The Amerit- 
can Bridge Co. reports its estimating depart- 
ment was never 8 busy as at ithe present 
thne.*’

Perfected Siate-Writing Trick. 

Slade, while perhaps not tne originato: 
of the slate writing trick, brought i: 
to perfection and made it popular. Suv 
well was he known in connection witt. 
this device that the agents for the 
goods used by spurious mediums stil. 
advertise their best slate writing appa- 
ratus as “‘the exclusive device of the 
great Slade.”’ 

Slade started as a farmer boy in Nia- 
gara County, New York He wa: 
scarcely in his teens when he began to 
astonish the other boys by table tip- 
ping, slate writing and the lika He 
was in New York in the late ‘60s ana 
early ‘70s. His slate writing created a 
furore. Henry Ward Beecher saw him 
and admitted that the thing was pasi 
him. Many believing Spiritualists, wh« 
edmit that Slade was proved a fraud 
later, think that he had real occul. 
powers In his early days. But that his 
“control’”’ was uncertain and that he re- 
sorted to fraud in order to make re- 
sults a certainty. 

Spiritualism was having a big run 
Just then. Slade’s earnings were large. 
He was already a rich man when, in 
1876, he went to England and was a 
nine days’ wonder. Committees of sa- 
vants had sittings with him and re- 
ported that they could not explain it. 
The celebrated Dr. Carpenter said that 
he was “shaken in his disbelief’’ in 
S#iritualism. 

“Fake” Exposed in London. 

The higher courts and poiice took no- 
tice after a time, exhibitions of fortune- 
telling being against the law in that 
city. Sergt. Cox asked Prof. B. Ray 
Lankester to have a sitting with ‘Dr.’ 
Slade and report. 

On Sept. ll, 1876, Prof. Lankaster at- 
tended a seance. He got a theory and 
came back four days later to prove it. 

The seance took place in a well- 
lighted room, The medium and his “sit 
ters’’ gat on opposite sides of a table 
Slade “brought out a slate with pencils 
and showed both sides to prove that it¢ 
was blank: Placing a piece of pencil 
on the face of the siate, Slade pressed 
the face against the under surface ot 
the table so closely that no hand, not 
even a finger, could be introduced be- 
tween. There would be ae slight 
scratching noise and Slade would show 
the slate with a message on it.

though he had a bad cold and did un- 
expected things to turn the sitters’ at- 
tention to another part of the room. 
Also he thought he saw a slight motion 
in the muscies of the arm with which 
Slade held his slate under the table. 
Sentenced to Jail. 

On the second visit the professor and 
his asSistan: caught and held Slade just 
as he was placing the slate-«,ziider the 
table. Although the slate was sup 
posed to be clean, they found a 
message all written out. Slade tried 
to shake something out of his hand. 
They caught it and found that he wore 
a thimble colored like his skin with a 
bit of slate pencil on the end. He had 
written the message on his knee during 
his coughing spell. If that failed, with 
his thimbled finger he could scrawl off 
@ message while holding the slate under 
the table. This brought the message 
on the wrong side of the slate, but he 
would detract attention for a moment 
while he flopped the slate over. 

Slade was arrested, convicted and got 
three months in jail, the limit for that 
misdemeanor. On appeal he got off 
through a defect in the wording of the 
commitment. 

Entertained the Czar’s Court. 

The case attracted some attention in 
Europe. The Russian court wanted a 
medium, real or false, for its diversion. 
They sent for Slade. He exhibited be- 
fore the Czar, and was a court sensa- 
tion for a St. Petersburg season. He 
dropped out of sight very suddenly 
but bobbed up again in this country in 
the early ‘80s, dead broke and showing 
in small towns. 

He went abroad again, and had a re- 
newal of popularity in Berlin, where he 
exhibited ideas about the fourth dimen- 
sion. He was even honored by a heavy 
German treatise, “transcendental phy- 
sics,"’ by Prof. Zollner. 

For ten years the world lost sight of 
him until tn 189% he appeared again on 
the streets of New York, old, ragged, 
walking On crutches. He had a para- 
lytic stroke the first day after he land- 
ed, and was treated in Roosevelt Hos- 
pital. The physicians said that his 
hands were calloused as though he had 
been doing hard work. 

Spent Million and Died “Broke.” 

He went West and showed up at last 
in Detroit. There he lived, old, broken 
and half insane, in one room, and made 
his living by giving “tests” to servant 
girls at 10 cents a sitting. In time he 
got too broken even for that and was 
sent to a sanitarium, where: he died.

“SWAPPED SHAN 


Sidney Baer or Took Good Picture | 
of Persian Ruler at 
Ostend. 


HE SMILED AT CAMERA 


— — 


Oriental Prince Was Passing 
Along Street Closely 
Guarded. 


Sidney Baer of 4437 Washington boule- 
vard, a il4-year-old St. Louis, boy, 
son of Segmond Baer of ‘the Grand- 
Leader, has been snapshooting royalty 
in Europe this summer, and returned 
home with a fine pictureof the Shah of 
Persia. It was made at Ostend, Belgium, 
where His Majesty, with his bodyguard 
of 50 men and some 300 trunks of gor- 
geous wearing apparel, spent five weeks. 

Sidney was in Ostend with his father, 
Sigmund Baer and family, during the 
last two weeks of the Shah’s stay. He 
saw the Persian ruler many times, but 
he caught his picture the first time he 
tried. 

“It was while the ‘Shah was attend- 
ing the childrens ball at the Kursall 
that I snapped him,’’ Sidney explained. 
“He was about to leave the festival 
when an English boy stole out in the 
garden and lay in wait. 

“We were afraid to attempt to take 
his picture while he stood on the hall 
steps, but we figured out that in the 
crowd in the garden we would be unob- 
served. 

“I got on a chair and set my cam- 
era so that the negative would be 
sharp if made at a distance of 15 feet. 
Soon the Shah drove by. He was 
guarded by Belgian police and followed 
by his own personal bodyguard. 


Shah Smiled at Camera. 
“When he got at the right place ] 
pressed the bulb. The Shah heard the
